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Man busted for stealing poker run cash 


32-year-old flees with fundraiser money, chased down by group of angry bikers

A 32-year-old Lawrenceburg man 
appeared via video for an arraign¬ 
ment in District Court on Monday 
morning after allegedly stealing 
money from the Bobby Best poker 
run benefit ride held last Saturday 
Michael W. Cinnamon, 32, of Law¬ 
renceburg was charged with one 
count second degree disorderly con¬ 
duct and one count theft by unlawful 


taking, according to Sgt. 
Chris Beach of the city 
police department. 

Cinnamon did not 
enter a plea during his 
arraignment, according 
to the Anderson County 
attorney’s office. 

Star Cummins, owner 
of Cummins Irish Pub, 
said they had a gallon-

size jar on both sides of the bar to 
collect cash donations for Bobby Best, 
her husband’s cousin. 

Best had been in the ICU for the 
last month after sustaining seri¬ 
ous injuries in a tractor accident on 
Wooldridge Spur Road in August. 

The bar hosted a poker run benefit 
ride Saturday to help raise money for 
Best’s medical bills. After the poker 
run, motorcyclists came back to Cum¬ 


mins Irish Pub for live music and 
karaoke until the bar closed. 

Cummins said the man taking 
money at the door for the band cover 
charge noticed Cinnamon had some¬ 
thing under his shirt. Cummins said 
the man thought Cinnamon was try¬ 
ing to smuggle out a beer bottle. After 
the man yelled at Cinnamon and 
Cinnamon pulled his shirt closer to 
himself in response, it looked like he 
held something much bigger, Cum-

Board bucks 

legal advice, 

prays anyway 

Member says those 
offended can'leave'

Not long after school board 
member Roger McDowell closed 
his prayer in an “Amen,” the 
crowd gathered at Monday 
night’s board meeting respond¬ 
ed with a round of applause. 

“If this offends you, you’re 
welcome to leave,” McDowell 
said to the crowd a few minutes 
before school board president 
James Sargent officially opened 
the school board meeting at 7 
p.m. 

In the weeks following 
Superintendent Sheila Mitch¬ 
ell’s decision to discontinue 
coach-led prayer and review the 
Gideons’ practice of handing 
out Bibles to elementary stu¬ 
dents, the question of whether 
or not school board officials 
would continue their tradition 
of opening each board meet¬ 
ing with a prayer went unan¬ 
swered. 

That is, until Monday night, 
when the school board decided 
to pray before the official 
beginning of their regularly 
scheduled meeting. 

The hour of public com¬ 
ments from visitors was punc¬ 
tuated with collective Amens, 
standing ovations and quoted 
Bible verses as several speakers 
asked the board to encourage 
public prayer in the Anderson 
County school system, potential 
lawsuit or no lawsuit. 

“Fight them,” Rick Burkhead 
of Alabama, who attended the 
meeting along with several 
other Bikers for Christ mem¬ 
bers. “Be King David.” 

“Denying those students 
the opportunity to learn about 
[Christian] values... I feel that 
will do them a disservice,” Phil¬ 
ip Cooke, a school bus driver for 
the district, said. 

“Then that flag of Christian 
public opinion is lowered just a

Police: Truck 
driver charged 
with murder 
used pot hours 
before wreck 


Jenkins requests, later 
declines po ygraph test

The truck driver charged with 
murder in the vehicular death of 
Marie Garmon used 
marijuana in the hours 
leading up to the wreck 
last September, accord¬ 
ing to a report on file in 
Anderson Circuit Court. 

Eric Jenkins, 42, of 
208 Country Dr., Hus¬ 
ton ville, was indicted 
in July following the 
wreck that claimed Garmon’s life. 

Jenkins has pleaded not guilty and 
remains free on $50,000 cash bail. 

In a supplemental report filed 
last week in Anderson Circuit Court, 
Trooper Hunter Martin wrote that 
after Jenkins was arrested July 23 
and brought to the Lawrenceburg 
Police Department for questioning, 
the two discussed Jenkins’ alleged use

juana as well as his 
offer to take a lie detec¬ 
tor test, which he later 
rescinded. 

“Regarding the mari¬ 
juana use, [Jenkins] told 
me that he smoked the 
marijuana two days 
prior,” Martin wrote 
in his report. “As the 
conversation continued 
he admitted that he 
had smoked marijuana 
around 12 a.m. the night 
prior. 

“Later in the inter¬ 
view he admitted that 


the marijuana smoking 
may have taken place 
after midnight.” 

Jenkins, who was a 
dump truck driver and 
had a commercial driv¬ 
er’s license at the time 
of the wreck, was also 
charged with driving 
under the influence. 

According to Ken¬ 
tucky law, commercial 
vehicle operators can 
have no “detectable or 
measurable” amount 
of alcohol or controlled 
substances in his or her 
system while driving 
the vehicle. 

Martin said after 
he told Jenkins he was 


charged with mur¬ 
der and read him his 
Miranda rights, Jenkins 
“became emotional and 
was unable to speak 
with me,” according to 
court documents. 

Martin said he left 
Jenkins in a holding cell 
and returned a few min¬ 
utes later to continue 
his conversation about 
the marijuana. During 
that time, Martin said 
that Jenkins requested 
to take a polygraph test. 

Martin said the soon¬ 
est he could arrange the 
test would have been 
several days later, but 
when he arrived at the

mins said. 

Harry Maddox, Cummins’ brother, 
said he had been helping put chairs 
up as the bar prepared to close at mid¬ 
night when he heard someone had 
taken one of the donation jars. 

Maddox, who had participated ear¬ 
lier that day in the poker run, said he 
ran out of the bar to head Cinnamon 
off, along with about six other bar 
patrons and poker run motorcyclists. 

According to Sgt. Beach, Cinnamon 
ran through the rear parking lot adja¬ 
cent to the sheriff’s office and was 
caught on tape by security cameras. 

Maddox said they eventually 
caught up with Cinnamon in the A 
& J Tire and Service Center driveway. 
Maddox said he sat on Cinnamon 
and held him down until the police 
arrived. 

“To think someone would come in 


and do something that dirty when 
the community’s trying to come 
together... that’s pretty low,” Maddox 
said. 

Cummins said the bar plans on 
holding a poker run benefit annually, 
and she said Saturday’s incident won’t 
deter her from holding similar events 
in the future. “I hate to see anybody 
hurt or anything like that,” Cummins 
said. “How they could come in and 
know it’s a benefit and take some¬ 
thing that wasn’t theirs, it’s ridicu¬ 
lous. This is such a close-knit commu¬ 
nity, and we kind of run our bar like 
‘Cheers.’ We know everybody.” 

Cummins said they found the 
donation jar in the bushes with about 
$116 left inside the jar. She said they 
estimate about $200-300 was missing, 
but that the bar covered the cost of 
the missing cash. She said the event 
raised about $5,000 for Best through 
donations, the poker run, cover 
charge from the band, silent auction 
and the 50/50 raffle.

G ood people die nearly every day in Anderson County 
From age to disease to accidents, people beloved by 
their friends and families are taken too soon no matter 
their age, leaving mourners in their wake and questions about 
why God takes them from our lives.

Along with her mom, Joan 
Markwell, Cindy made an immediate and welcome 
impact on the board, adding a healthy dose of opin- 
ion to an even bigger dose of 
common sense mixed with 
intelligence.

In the coming years, Cindy became 
the chamber’s president and guided the 
sometimes too quiet organization into 
one that had a voice in the community 
without having to shout down the voices 
of others. 

She was vocal, but not in a way that 
made others feel their opinions didn’t 
count. She was friendly, but not in a way 
that made others in the business com¬ 
munity feel there were ulterior motives. 
She worked hard, but not in a way that 
made others feel they were being shown 
up — even when in reality they often 
were. 

In other words, she was everything 
and more someone selected to lead is 
supposed to be: in charge, leading by 
example and ensuring what needs to be 
done gets done. 

She owned every room she entered, 
and try as I might, I don’t have the words 

- to explain why. She had “it,” whatever 

“it” is, and the only way to understand 
that was by being around her. 

That’s the way it is with some politicians, and I clearly recall 
telling myself she’d make one heck of an interesting magistrate 
were she to run for fiscal court, or perhaps something even 
higher. 

I told her that once, and recall getting a somewhat sideways 
glance, a shake of her head no, but wondering all the while if 
she didn’t know darn well I was right. 

Of course there was much more to Cindy than her role with 
the chamber. She operated a pair of successful businesses and 
was by all accounts a terrific wife, mom and daughter who 
loved her family and they, her. 

I knew almost nothing about that side of her life, but I did get 
to meet her mom’s husband, Denny, who once processed a deer 
for me, along with her husband, Brent. 

They, and Cindy’s mom, put on a mighty brave face when it 
was learned about a year ago that Cindy had been diagnosed 
with cancer, and never waivered in their hope that, somehow, 
she would beat the dreaded disease. 

That hope ended Monday when Cindy, only 41, finally suc¬ 
cumb. 

As I flipped a burger Monday afternoon in my kitchen, her 
mom called to tell me the news and wanted to ensure there was 
still time to include her obituary in this week’s paper. 

I said I’d take care of it and offered my condolences — all the 
while telling myself that her obit would go in this edition of the 
paper even if it meant missing deadline. 

No longer hungry, I tossed the half-cooked burger into the 
dog’s dish and headed back to work. What you’ve just read is 
what came next. 

My fear is that I’ve failed miserably in explaining why her 
death — and more importantly her life — will leave such a last¬ 
ing impression on someone who knew her peripherally at best. 

All I know is that it has and will, and I’ll always consider 
my life just a bit better for having had the chance to make her 
acquaintance. 

God’s speed, Cindy.

Don’t let what happened 
in Great Britain happen here 


Editor’s note: The following speech was given at the 
Sept. 23 school board meeting in response to 
legal guidance given to the district regarding the 
distribution of religious materials and religious 
speech. Philip Cooke is a native of London, Eng¬ 
land, and received U.S. citizenship two years ago. 
He is currently employed by the Anderson County 
school district in the transportation department. 

To the editor: 

s some of you may know, and now 
all of you that hear me speak will 
understand, I’m not from around 

here. 

I’m originally from London, England. 

I moved here in 1995 with my American 
wife, Jan. As such I may be able to present 
a different perspective regarding prayer 
and the distribution of Bibles in schools. 

A while back I read an article in an 
online edition of an English newspaper 
reporting that there were some town halls, 
the seats of local government, where the 
Union Jack was no longer being flown for 
fear it may cause offense to the growing 
immigrant population. I was ashamed to 
find that there were those who appeared 
to have so little respect for their country 
that they could be so easily swayed by per¬ 
ceived negative public opinion. 

On moving here I was impressed by 
the number of American flags that were 
being displayed. From the White House 
to Walmart they were everywhere. Then 
over the following years, I grew to under¬ 
stand what the flag meant. Yes, in Eng¬ 
land, I knew what it stood for, but know 
that understand has moved from head 
knowledge to heart knowledge. Two years 
ago to this very day I was granted the priv¬ 
ilege of becoming an American citizen. 

Can you imagine that flag, now my flag, 
not being displayed for fear it would upset 
someone? Public would, I’m sure, keep it 
flying proudly. 

Similarly, I knew what the “Bible 
Belt” was, but only by living here did I 
understand what it really meant. What a 
blessing. England used to be known as a 
Christian country; sadly, I do not feel that 
is the case anymore. You have to look hard 
to recognize God’s people there. Now I find 
that many of my co-workers and neigh¬ 
bors are church folk and not just in name 
only. When a need arises, they will step up 
and put their Christian ideals into practice. 
We don’t stand on soapboxes, but the con¬ 
versation in the break room is more likely 
to be about yesterday’s church services 
than who got drunk at the bar Friday 
night. This is the type of society I want to 
live in. 

So how did we get the society and val¬ 
ues that we have today? In large part I 
would suggest that it was at the hands 
of our parents and grandparents who 
instilled those Christian values upon us as 
we were growing up. How will we main¬ 
tain those values? By passing them onto 
our children and grandchildren. We all 
need to play a part; it should not be just 
left to the school. We all need to shoulder 
that responsibility. However, is it right that 
we allow the ACLU to govern every detail 
of what we can and cannot say, can and 
cannot do? 

Do I understand the danger of a teacher 
forcing their particular religious views 
upon a captive class? Yes, certainly. Do 
I understand that the 1st Amendment 
speaks of religious freedom, not just Chris¬ 
tian religious freedom? Again, yes. I’m of 
the opinion that the Bible and adherence 
to the Christian values that it teaches has 
gone a long way toward shaping the soci¬ 
ety that we live in. Denying students the 
opportunity to learn about those values 
and where they come from would, I feel, 
do them and the future society a disser¬ 
vice. 

Do I have an answer regarding prayer 
in schools? No. Do I know how the Gideons 
may distribute Bibles legally on school 
property? No, I do not. But I do know that 
if nothing is said, if I do not stand up to be 
counted, then that flag of Christian public 
opinion is lowered just a little. Then a little 
bit more, and a bit more until one day it is 
at half staff and a Christian viewpoint is 
just an embarrassment. 

I would ask that we keep the [school] 
board in our prayers that they may be 
granted God’s wisdom in this matter.

Must be willing to allow 
all'brands'of prayer 
To the editor: 

I am writing in regards to the matter 
of the separation of church and state, and 
how it has recently affected our commu¬ 
nity, namely our school system. 

I do not profess to be a history, consti¬ 
tutional or theology scholar (or any other 
type of scholar for that matter) but feel 
compelled, indeed obligated, to speak out. 

I think there is a general misconception 
of the purpose, and benefit of separation 
of church and state, especially by those 
who feel they are unfairly restricted from 
performing certain religious acts in certain 
circumstances. The original pilgrims came 
to this country seeking religious freedom; 
freedom to practice their religion without 
fear of reprisal or persecution. 

Their religious beliefs and practices 
differed from that of the government-sup¬ 
ported religion of the time. The majority 
were Christians; they just had differences 
of opinions about certain details, which 
apparently warranted the punishment of 
ostracization, imprisonment, confiscation 
of property, torture and death. 

The learned and wise men who con¬ 
structed the Constitution of our new 
republic understood the threat that a 
government-imposed and government- 
sanctioned religion could have on the 
members of the populace who held diver¬ 
gent beliefs. 

Unfortunately today, some misinter¬ 
pret what is actually a protection as an 
infringement on their ability to practice 
their religion. 

We have the unfortunate habit of 
assuming that everyone shares our belief 
system, and if they don’t, they should. 

So to a Christian, who could possibly 
object to a coach-led school team prayer 
(in Jesus’s name)? I respectfully suggest 
that Jews, Muslins and atheists (to name 
just the obvious) may object. Certainly 
they are being “forced” to participate, but 
school age children are so vulnerable to 
peer pressure, bullying and ostracization, 
that it would be a rare child who would 
willingly stand out of the group. He or she 
would certainly at least pretend to par¬ 
ticipate. And if we are going to allow one 
“brand” of prayer, then we must be willing 
to allow all “brands” of prayer. 

That is why it is so wonderful that our 
private (as opposed to government) sector 
has the freedom to establish churches and 
practice any way in which they please 
(well, almost; there are still some religious 
sects in this country who feel their ability 
to practice is restricted by the government 
because they are prohibited from engag¬ 
ing in such things as polygamy or animal 
sacrifice). 

I in no way suggest that I wish to sup¬ 
press any individual’s ability to practice 
their beliefs as they see fit, so please, pray 
away. 

Pray all day, every day, free from per¬ 
secution (which is not synonymous with 
ridicule). Pray before, during and after the 
football game. Pray out loud if you wish. 

I think the gathering to which Steve 
Carmichael referred to in his letter is one 
example of a positive, appropriate way for 
like-minded individuals to commune, and 
again, I wholly support that right. Just as 
I would have to support the right of any 
other group whose beliefs I did not share. 

But please stop characterizing this 
issue as “not being allowed to pray;” that is 
obtuse and disingenuous. There are, how¬ 
ever, certain situations in which it would 
be disruptive and not appropriate to pray 
out loud, such as during a staff meeting or 
while a teacher is teaching a class. 

Although I can’t recall hearing anyone 
pray out loud in the grocery store, while 
getting my nails done, or while wait¬ 
ing in line to buy a movie ticket, they 
would be well within their legal rights 
to do so. I firmly support that right (my 
being “offended” or not has no bearing 
on the matter). Just as any school child 
may pray out loud or talk to any other 
student (when talking is permissible, such 
as at recess or lunch) about their religious 
beliefs. 

What is not permissible is for our gov¬ 
ernment (and as a division of government, 
our school system) and its representatives 
(teachers and coaches) to establish a reli¬ 
gion, and as adults in positions of leader¬ 
ship for our children, that is what teach¬ 
ers and coaches as representatives of our 
government would be doing by leading a 
prayer during school functions. 

The coaches may continue to pray; I 
really don’t see how anyone could stop 
anyone else from doing so. They just may 
not organize or encourage the students to 
do so. 

Surely God can hear a silent prayer 
just as well as one spoken out loud. And 
surely the students have other, more fit¬ 
ting venues in which to learn about and 
share their faith. And if it is your religious 
obligation to spread the word and gain 
converts for the glory of God (and because

Bobby Best is one 
of those people you 
can’t keep indoors, his 
son Robbie Best said 
Saturday 

Robbie, waiting for 
kickstands to go up at 
Cummins Irish Pub 
during the Bobby 
Best Poker Run fun¬ 
draiser last Saturday 
morning, said his dad 
had another surgery 
last Friday night, but 
was recovering well 
enough to be moved 
out of the ICU into a 
progressive care unit. 

“Like usual, kick¬ 
ing and fighting, 
trying to get out of 
there,” Robbie said. 

Bobby Best of 
Wooldridge Spur 
Road was in a tractor 
accident Aug. 16 after 
the tractor lunged 
forward unexpect¬ 
edly while Best and 
another man worked 
on it. 

Best managed to 
push his 2-year-old 
grandson to safety 
before the tractor 
rolled over Best, 
according to the 


Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

Best’s injuries were 
considered to be life 
threatening and 
he was airlifted by 
helicopter to the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky 
Medical Center. 

Robbie said his dad 
broke his pelvis in 
three places, cracked 
nine ribs, snapped 
his collarbone and 
sternum. Later doc¬ 
tors discovered, after 
removing a tube to 
help Bobby breathe, 
that the 57-year-old 
also had a broken 
nose. 

Bobby’s injuries 
kept him in the ICU 
for a month, until he 
improved enough to 
be moved into pro¬ 
gressive care, his son 
said. 

After performing 
a tracheotomy to 
help Bobby breathe, 
hospital staff placed 
a device in Bobby’s 
throat to help him 
talk, Robbie said. 

He said he hasn’t 
really spoken with 
his dad, but his mom 
has. The problem 


is, Bobby speaks so 
quickly through the 
voice box device that 
it can often be diffi¬ 
cult to hear him, Rob¬ 
bie said, adding that 
doctors say Bobby 
will probably be in 
progressive care unit 
at Cardinal Hill for 
another month. 

Robbie said he 
appreciated everyone 
participating in the 
benefit ride to raise 
money for his dad. 

“They’re just here 
showing support,” he 
said. “We appreciate 
everything they’re 
doing for it.” 

Bikers came to 
Cummins Irish Pub 
for a poker run ben¬ 


efit ride to help raise 
money for Bobby 
Best, who does not 
have health insur¬ 
ance. 

Following the 
poker run, riders 
came back to Cum¬ 
mins for karaoke 
from 8 p.m. until mid¬ 
night. 

According to Cum¬ 
mins Irish Pub owner 
Star Cummins, the 
benefit ride raised 
about $5,000 for Best 
through donations, 
band cover charge, 
silent auction and the 
50/50 raffle.

The feasibility study would 
include preliminary drawings, con¬ 
struction cost estimates, building pro¬ 
gram, a site plan and a floor plan as 
well as other information that would 
lay design groundwork to start con¬ 
struction if trustees ultimately choose 
to move forward with an expansion. 

Board president Bryan Proctor said 
he’d rather have vision and move 
forward than to move the library 
backward, and that a feasibility study 
would help. 

Proctor said Library Director Pam 
Mullins’ monthly reports on new 
library patrons shows that the library 
is experiencing growth, and a feasibil¬ 
ity study would not mean that the 
library board was immediately put¬ 
ting money in the pockets of archi¬ 
tects to start construction. 

“I think [library growth in num¬ 
ber of patrons] paints an image for 
library users that we’re not just stand¬ 
ing here, stagnant,” Proctor said. 

Board member Jane Scott Bentley 
said she thought a feasibility study 


was a good idea and voiced her con¬ 
cerns about the lack of space for 
patrons during programs held at the 
library, especially children’s activities. 

“If the fire marshal came, we could 
be in some serious trouble,” Bentley 
said. 

Although in favor of the feasibil¬ 
ity study, Bentley said the board prob¬ 
ably would need to wait until the 
lawsuit brought against the library 
was resolved. 

Anderson County taxpayers, fol¬ 
lowing the lead of similar lawsuits 
filed in northern Kentucky and 
across the state, sued the library ear¬ 
lier this year alleging that the Ander¬ 
son Public Library did not follow 
state law in setting its tax rate. 

Board member Rachel Dockal 
asked fellow trustees and Mullins if 
the board would be locked into work¬ 
ing with Brandsetter Carroll Inc. in 
the future; Mullins assured Dockal 
that wouldn’t be the case and that the 
board can end its relationship with 
the firm at the feasibility study stage 
if it wishes. 

“I think the feasibility study is a 
good idea,” Dockal said. “It’s a signifi¬ 
cant amount of money, but it’s money 
that would be well repaid if we can 
see how this will go over, show us how 
we can best utilize it and augment it.” 

Architects Mike Carroll and Moni¬ 
ca Sumner gave a presentation to the 
library board during the board’s June 
meeting and presented a preliminary 
sketch including two large additions 
of 1,000 square feet each, the reloca¬ 
tion of the library’s history room and 
modifications to the circulation desk 
and children’s area. 

During the June meeting, Carroll 
told the library board that the firm’s 


preliminary fee to work with his firm 
could be negotiated, but that pre¬ 
liminary work (which includes cost 
estimates, building program, site plan, 
floor plan, and other building plan 
information) typically costs about 
$10,000-15,000. 

Director Mullins disclosed to the 
board that she worked with architect 
Monica Sumner for several years in 
planning a building project for the 
Richmond library where Mullins was 
previously employed. 

The library did not take any action 
regarding potential construction dur¬ 
ing Tuesday night’s meeting. 

Trustees create advisory board 

The library board, in an effort to 
receive informal advice and support 
from library users, is seeking commu¬ 
nity participants for its newly created 
advisory board. 

Trustees voted unanimously Tues¬ 
day night to form an advisory board 
that would have a voice, but no vote, 
in how the library conducts its busi¬ 
ness. 

Board president Bryan Proctor, 
who first brought up the idea of insti¬ 
tuting an advisory board during the 
library board’s July meeting, said he 
wanted recruit members from the 
community who could act as “cheer¬ 
leaders” for the library and have the 
best interests of the library at heart. 

Although Proctor said he appreci¬ 
ates those who voice their opinions 
during public comment forums 
at meetings, but he would like the 
advisory board to be people who can 
stand up and speak for the board as 
well as the library. 

“The negative sometimes gets 
highlighted,” Proctor said of public 


comment sessions, “and it’s not the 
positive.” 

Mullins said advisory board mem¬ 
bers could receive a board meeting 
packet just as trustees do, and be able 
to participate in board meetings. 
Advisory board members would not 
be able to vote. 

“This is an unofficial body,” Mul¬ 
lins said to board members, “and 
you’re free to constitute it however 
you’d like.” 

Trustees voted to establish the 
advisory board, but did not vote on 
any specific guidelines of how the 
advisory board would be set up or 
how members would be appointed. 

According to KRS 61.805, any board, 
council or advisory committee cre¬ 
ated by the library board would be 
subject to the same open meetings 
laws and regulations as the library 
board itself. 

Proctor closed the discussion by 
encouraging fellow trustees to inquire 
by word of mouth about community 
interest in serving as members on an 
advisory board. 

Library to close temporarily 
for computer, furniture upgrades 

The library will be closed between 
Oct. 1 and mid-November so that the 
library can upgrade its computer 
software and install new space-saving 
furniture, following a unanimous 
vote of the library board. 

Trustees gave Library Director 
Pam Mullins the go-ahead to close the 
library for one business day to take 
care of the computer upgrades and 
switch out old library furniture for 
the new tables.

a little. Then a little bit more, 
and a bit more until one day 
it is at half staff.” 

“We say we want God in 
Anderson County,” resident 
Brittany Price, who men¬ 
tioned she was disappointed 
with the superintendent’s 
decision to stop coach-led 
prayer at games, said. “We 
praise Jesus in Anderson 
County.” 

“I’m proud our community 
has our back and is standing 
up for us,” Anderson County 
High School senior James 
Edington said during the 
meeting. 

According to legal guid¬ 
ance provided by the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Edu¬ 
cation to Kentucky school 
districts regarding religious 
policies, the practice of open¬ 
ing a school board meeting in 
prayer is a violation of the 1st 
Amendment’s Establishment 
Clause. 

“Regarding prayer at a 
meeting of the local board of 
education, a 1999 6th Circuit 
court case, Coles v. Cleveland 
Board of Education, 171 F. 3d 
(6th Cir. 1999), the practice of 
opening a school board meet¬ 
ing with a prayer was held 
to violate the Establishment 
Clause,” according to state 
guidance sent to the super¬ 
intendent in response to the 
ACLU’s threat of litigation 
regarding the distribution of 
Bibles. 

Amber Duke, communica¬ 
tions manager for the ACLU 
of KY, said in an Anderson 
News article from Sept. 11, 
that opening public meetings 
with prayer is indeed a viola¬ 
tion of the Establishment 
Clause. 

Duke said in the Sept. 11 
article that the ACLU has 
and will defend students’ free 
speech rights, and that there 
are times when religion at 
school is appropriate. 

“Public schools themselves 
should not be in the busi¬ 
ness of promoting particular 
religious beliefs or particular 
religious activities,” Duke 
said in an interview with The 
Anderson News. 

Regarding the board’s 
prayer Monday night, Duke 
said via e-mail Tuesday that 
she would have to consult 
with the ACLU of KY staff 
attorney, and would not be 
able to answer questions by 
press time. 

Duke suggested ques¬ 
tions regarding school board 
prayer be directed to KDE or 
the Kentucky School Boards 
Association. 

Brad Hughes, KSBA 
spokesman, said Tuesday 
morning that anything that 
happens before the board 
adopts its agenda is not 


considered to be part of the 
school board meeting. 

“Nothing that takes place 
prior to or after adjournment 
is a part of the official, legal 
board meeting,” he said. 

McDowell, when asked if 
the school board consulted 
legal counsel before choos¬ 
ing to begin their meeting in 
prayer, said the board delib¬ 
erately chose to hold a public 
prayer prior to the official 
opening of their meeting. 

Typically, prayer is listed 
on the school board’s agenda 
for every meeting. The agen¬ 
da for the Sept. 23 meeting 
was an exception; no prayer 
was included on the publicly 
posted agenda. 

“The gavel hasn’t hit the 
table, the meeting technically 
hasn’t begun,” McDowell said. 
“It’s a way to allow us to stick 
to our convictions without 
inciting any sort of lawsuit.” 

Superintendent Mitchell 
said she did not speak with 
the district’s attorney, Rob¬ 
ert Chenoweth, about if the 
school board’s act of offering 
public prayer before official¬ 
ly adopting the school board 
agenda was in violation of 
federal law. 

All five board members 
were present and participated 
in the prayer before Sargent 
officially adopted the board 
agenda. 

McDowell, during the 
public comment discussion 
Monday night, said board 
member Scott Brown had 
found the organization Alli¬ 


ance Defending Freedom and 
referred those attending the 
board meeting to a student 
handbook from the organiza¬ 
tion that discusses religious 
rights. 

“We have a lot more rights 
that we can utilize than 
we realize,” McDowell, who 
offered to send the handbook 
to anyone who wished to read 
it, said. “We can avoid caving 
in on our convictions and still 
obey the law.” 

“Everybody has a right to 
pray,” Brown echoed. 

Some of those who spoke 
in favor of a public presence 
of prayer in schools com¬ 
mented that it seemed the 
school board caved too easily 
in changing a few of its poli¬ 
cies. 

“If you decide it’s OK for 
[head football coach] Mark 
Peach to pray, we’ll have your 
back,” Paul Barrick told the 
board, resulting in a standing 
ovation. 

“Sometimes decisions are 
hard, but if we keep on let¬ 
ting a small minority dictate 
what we do, when is it going 
to end?” 

McDowell said it wasn’t the 
school board that made any 
decisions regarding religious 
policies, and that the board’s 
role as financial manager of 
the district put the board in 
a difficult position to defend 
itself legally against a law¬ 
suit. 

“A lot of these cases 
have been fought and lost,” 
McDowell said, responding 


to one speaker who said the 
board would have commu¬ 
nity support if faced with a 
lawsuit. “We can’t, in good 
conscience, put the district in 
the position to take on a cost¬ 
ly lawsuit,” McDowell said. 

McDowell, as well as Sar¬ 
gent, encouraged those gath¬ 
ered Monday night to direct 
their energies toward Frank¬ 
fort and elect those to best 
represent their interests and 
values in November. 

Mitchell encouraged those 
gathered at the meeting to 
pick up handouts detailing 
the state’s legal guidance on 
the distribution of religious 
material. 

She said does not foresee 
involving the school board 
as far as major changes on 
policy because major changes 
in religious policy won’t be 
necessary. 

Mitchell added that if any 
policies regarding religion 
were to affect the board, she 
said she would add the item 
to the meeting agenda for 
future public comment. 

“I think we can work together 
to make sure we are success¬ 
ful in what we all want,” she 
said. 

School board approves 
working budget 

The school’s final working 
budget, approved unanimous¬ 
ly by the board, involved 
two major changes from its 
previous budget calculated 
based on a 4 percent revenue 
increase — an increase in pro¬ 


jected tax revenue and bud¬ 
geted payroll. 

Financial Officer Nick 
Clark presented a new work¬ 
ing budget Monday night to 
reflect the board’s decision 
in early September to raise 
taxes to a 3 percent revenue 
increase rate. 

The new budget projects 
a higher collection of tax 
rate revenue than previously 
calculated, Clark said, after 
board members chose to set 
the rate at $5.70 per $1,000 
assessed property value. 

Clark estimates the district 
will receive approximately 
$5.31 million in tax revenue 
with a 3 percent revenue 
increase. 

This is a higher amount of 
tax revenue projected than 
what was calculated for a 
4 percent revenue increase, 
Clark said, about $44,000 
more in revenue. 

The school’s contingency 
fund — a funding pool used 
by the board for district 
emergency expenses — will 
remain about the same as it 
would have been if the dis¬ 
trict took a 4 percent revenue 
increase, Clark said, at 3.34 
percent. 

Because the state is now 
mandating districts account 
for on-behalf insurance pay¬ 
ments, Clark added about $5 
million in state-funded on- 
behalf insurance payments as 
part of the district’s budgeted 
payroll expenses. 

Salary and benefits now 
make up about 83 percent of 
the district’s total budget; last 
year payroll composed a little 
under 80 percent of the dis¬ 
trict’s total expenses. 

Board member Lee Hahn 
said the board will need to 
review the payroll percentage 
increase in the future, and 
would like to see a compari¬ 
son district-by-district. 

Sargent and board member 
Donna Crain Drury expressed 
their concerns, however, 
about keeping teachers 
within the district by keeping 
teacher salaries competitive 
with surrounding districts. 

“We’ve got to stay within 
our working budget,” Hahn 
said. “I know it’s not a pleas¬ 
ant thing to discuss [payroll], 
but it’s a reality.” 

“We’re somewhat a victim 
of our own conservatism in 
reigning in our tax rates,” 
McDowell, stating that the 
board kept its tax rate the 
same for years while provid¬ 
ing a salary step increase and 
small raise for teachers in 
recent years, said. 

Clark said he also made 
cuts in the district’s miscel¬ 
laneous supplies to balance 
the working budget, which 
will be sent on to the state for 
final approval.

middle school, Glass said. 

Glass said the majority 
of the program is supported 
by a state grant that paid 
for the computers in the 
lab, robotics equipment and 
expensive computer soft¬ 
ware used to test and design 
projects. 

The robotics equipment is 
brand-new, Stuerzenberger 
said, and includes new force 
sensors to test the accuracy 
and efficiency of the stu¬ 
dents’ machines. 

The program is also being 
funded through federal 
Perkins money, which can 
be used toward agriculture, 
family and consumer science 
and technology programs. 

There are about 90 high 
school students taking the 
three courses, and 70 middle 
schoolers taking the STEM 
courses, Stuerzenberger said.

High school STEM 
program encourages 
budding engineers

First, there were the air 
rockets. 

Now high school students 
are moving onto blimps, con¬ 
structing small-scale models 
of aircraft made of craft 
wire, clothes hangers, pipe 
cleaners and tissue paper to 
fill with helium and test to 
see if they are flight-worthy. 

STEM instructor James 
Stuerzenberger is in his 
first year of overseeing the 
Science, Technology, Engi¬ 
neering and Math (STEM) 
program on the Anderson 
County High School campus, 
but it’s not his first year 
of teaching students the 
art of constructing simple 


machines. 

Stuerzenberger taught 
STEM program courses last 
year at the Harrodsburg 
Area Technology Center, 
where Mercer County and 
Anderson County students 
interested in engineering 
took courses. 

u Last year was just a basic 
engineering class,” sopho¬ 
more Nathan McGregor, who 
took classes with Stuerzen¬ 
berger in Harrodsburg last 
year, said. “This is a lot more 
hands-on, not as much tak¬ 
ing notes as actually doing 
the projects.” 

Anderson County High 
School principal Chris Glass 
said the high school was able 
to move the STEM program 
to Lawrenceburg and offer 
more engineering classes to 
students, including Flight 
and Space, Intro to Engineer¬ 
ing and Graphic Design and 
Robotics.

Anderson County 
alumni return 
to educate 
new generations

Anderson County 
High School teacher Jes¬ 
sica Harley got one B in 
high school: in Bridget 
Wells’ English class. 

“I struggled in her 
class,” Harley, who 
described herself as an 
A student in high school, 
said with a laugh. 

“Oh, it was traumatic. 
She [Wells] knows it was 
traumatic.” 

Wells — who was 


teaching English in the 
early 2000s when Harley 
was a high school stu¬ 
dent at ACHS — pushed 
her students to be better, 
Harley said. 

Now Harley is back, 
not as Wells’ student, but 
as her colleague. 

Wells, who has been 
teaching in the Ander¬ 
son County school sys¬ 
tem for the past 13 years, 
said she’s working side- 
by-side with six former 
Anderson County high 
school students this year. 
One of them, Josh White, 
is also a fellow assistant 
principal. 

According to a list 
provided by Superin¬ 
tendent Sheila Mitchell, 
roughly 70 employed 
teachers in the school 


district are also former 
Anderson County stu¬ 
dents. 

Wells said she remem¬ 
bers Harley as an excep¬ 
tional Lawrenceburg 
high school student: 
very organized and com¬ 
passionate with her fel¬ 
low students. 

It did not surprise her 
to learn that Harley had 
become a teacher, Wells 
said. 

“To me, it is a tremen¬ 
dous amount of pride,” 
Wells said when asked 
how she felt about being 
co-workers with former 
students. “As a teacher, 

I think you always feel 
a little success when 
you’re students experi¬ 
ence success to mold 
their lives. I’m thrilled 
for them and thrilled for 
our school system to get 
them back.” 

Harley, a graduate 
from the Class of 2006, 
sits in front of her 
classroom after school 
with fellow teachers 
and Family, Career and 
Community Leaders 
of America (FCCLA) 
advisers Heather Adams, 
Class of 2002, and Lind¬ 
say Raterman, Class of 
2003. 

Adams and Raterman 
said they spent a lot of 
time together while 
attending high school. 
They even took a Prom 
photo together, they 
said. Both worked for 
years at the Food Court 
located across from the 
high school. 

Adams, a former Taco 
Bell employee, can make 
a mean Mexican pizza. 

“I can tell you every

ingredient of every item 
on the Taco Bell menu,” 
Adams said, laughing. 

All three Anderson 
County alumni were 
members of the FCCLA 
as studesnts, and now 
lead the program them¬ 
selves as instructors. 

There can be some 
pressure to live up to the 
standards their former 
teachers set for Family 
and Consumer Sciences 
classes. 

Curriculum has 
changed since they were 
in school, they said. 

Instead of cooking 
classes and learning how 
to do laundry, classes in 
2013 focus on teaching 
students early childhood 
development knowledge 
and more specific tech¬ 
nical skills to bring into 
the workplace. 

“Now it’s more about 
learning technical skills 
that students can take 
to a culinary school,” 


Raterman, who teaches 
food science, said. 

But the women say it 
can be difficult to live 
up to the memories they 
have of former Ander¬ 
son County teachers and 
FCCLA advisers Kitty 
Stevens and Lora Wer¬ 
ner. Raterman, Adams 
and Harley all described 
their former advisers as 
inspirations. 

“Like we’re a con¬ 
stant disappointment to 
the program,” Raterman 
said jokingly. 

Sometimes they even 
ask themselves “What 
would Lora Do?” Harley 
said. 

As much as they 
admired their former 
teachers, none of the 
three Anderson grads 
spent their first years 
out of college teaching 
in Anderson County. 

Raterman taught for 
two years in northern 
Illinois, near Chicago. 


Harley taught in Shelby 
County. 

For Adams, she made 
the conscious decision to 
teach in Oldham County 
first instead of coming 
back to Lawrenceburg. 

She wanted to know 
if she was good enough 
to come back and teach 
in her hometown, she 
said. 

“I wanted to go some¬ 
where where I didn’t 
know anybody,” Adams, 
who’s been teaching in 
Anderson County for 
the last five years, said. 
“So I could see if I was 
actually good at what I 
did.” 

Now she’s back in the 
school, back in the hall¬ 
ways, and back in Room 
126 — the classroom 
Adams used to sit in as 
an Anderson County 
High School student.

Two living in tent indicted on burglary, trespassing charges

Curtis Coleman, 37, and 
Shannon Coleman, 38, of 113 
Ballard St., Lawrenceburg 
were indicted Sept. 10 by an 
Anderson County Grand 
Jury on charges that include 
second degree burglary, pos¬ 
session of burglary tools 
and third-degree criminal 
trespass. Shannon Coleman 
was also indicted for alcohol 
intoxication in a public place. 

Their indictment stems 
from an incident July 31 
when they allegedly entered 
“a dwelling located at 117 Bal¬ 


lard St. with intent to commit 
a crime,” according to court 
documents. 

According to police reports, 
both were found living in a 
tent without permission at 
the 117 Ballard St. address. 
Police said they had burglary 
tools in their possession and 
had removed copper pipe 
from the residence there. 

The indictment for alcohol 
intoxication against Shannon 
Coleman stems from a police 
report that indicates she had 
been drinking when police 
arrived, and that they found 


empty vodka bottles at the 
location, according to police 
reports. 

Both were held on $10,000 
bonds. 

Chadwick Richards, 41, of 
604 Story Ave., Harrodsburg 
was indicted on charges that 
include possession of meth- 
amphetamine, possession of 
drug paraphernalia and traf¬ 
fic charges.

No arrests had 
been made as of 
Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, but Detective 
Bryan Taylor said 
an investigation 
into who grew the 
plants continues. 

Taylor said 
the confiscated 
marijuana was 
obviously grown 
by someone with 
experience. 

“The unknown 
cultivator of this 
illicit grow was 
well-versed in the 
intricacies needed 
to harvest plants 
grown to their 
peak potential,” 

Taylor said. 

“For example, 
these plants were 
‘sexed’ and placed 
in a location to 
maximize the 
summer and fall 
solstice growing 
periods.” 

Taylor and 
fellow deputies 
uprooted what 
he said were 97 
“mature” plants 
Sunday after 
begin tipped off 
by a concerned 
citizen on Friday. 

Taylor said he is 
not releasing the 
location the plants 
were found at this 
time. 

The plants, 
which were teem¬ 
ing with large buds 
— the part of the 
plant used to get 
high — and were at 
least 6 feet tall. 

Once uprooted, 
they were loaded 
into a sheriff’s 
pickup and bulged 
5 to 6 feet over the 
truck’s sides. 

It was transport¬ 
ed to the Anderson 
County highway 
garage, where dep¬ 
uties unloaded it, 
doused it with die¬ 
sel fuel and spent 
the next couple of 
hours burning it. 

Sheriff Troy 
Young called it a 
“significant” find 
and said he was 
happy to have so 
much marijuana 
removed from the 
streets of Ander¬ 
son County. 

“As long as peo¬ 
ple keep trying to 
grow it, we’re going 
to keep finding it 
and destroying it,” 

Young said.

Be careful to pray through the spirit, not to spite ACLU 


n recent weeks, 
some in our commu¬ 
nity have expressed 
valid concerns that our 
religious 
liberties 
are being 
impeded 
upon by 
others who 
wish to 
purge any 
semblance 
of God from 
the public 
square. In 
response 
to threats 
made by the ACLU con¬ 
cerning formal prayers 
before sporting events, 
hundreds turned out 
on Sept. 6 to show their 
support by holding 
an impromptu prayer 
gathering following the 
home football game. 
The Sept. 11 edition 
of this paper featured 
several pictures and 
stories featuring many 


who believe in the 
importance of having 
the right to unrestricted 
prayer in public gather¬ 
ings if we so choose. 

I support public 
prayer. One thing, how¬ 
ever, concerns me. With 
all of the talk of us 
having the God-given 
“right” to pray in public, 
there isn’t much talk of 
a God-honoring impetus 
for prayer. It’s one thing 
to assert the “right” to 
pray; it’s another thing 
to pray rightly. If we 
are not careful, prayer 
can cease to be a divine 
prerogative and quickly 
become a token act, 
done to spite the powers 
that be rather than seek 
the face and power of 
God himself. 

There is an adage 
that says “the light 
that shines the farthest 
shines the brightest 
at home.” In no other 
area of life does this 


ring as true as it does in 
our spiritual lives, par¬ 
ticularly with regards to 
prayer. It was A.W. Tozer 
who wrote that “no man 
should stand before an 
audience who has not 
first stood before God... 
the prayer chamber 
should be more familiar 
than the public plat¬ 
form.” 

Jesus instructed us 
on the motivation and 
method of prayer in 
Matthew 6: “And when 
you pray, you must not 
be like the hypocrites. 
For they love to stand 
and pray in the syna¬ 
gogues and at the street 
corners, that they may 
be seen by others. Truly, 
I say to you, they have 
received their reward. 
But when you pray, go 
into your room and shut 
the door and pray to 
your Father who is in 
secret. And your Father 
who sees in secret will 


reward you” (vv.5-6). 

It is good and right 
to seek God’s favor on 
behalf of our athletes 
before kickoff. It is 
proper to ask God’s 
blessings prior to engag¬ 
ing in public business. 
But who are we seeking 
when we bow our heads 
and close our eyes? And 
are our public prayers 
fueled by a sincere pri¬ 
vate prayer life? 

Likewise, Psalm 
66:18 tells us that “If 
I had cherished iniq¬ 
uity in my heart, the 
Lord would not have 
listened.” Hearts that 
harbor unconfessed sin 
do not honor God, thus 
God will not honor their 
prayers. If you do not 
trust in the Lord Jesus 
Christ by faith alone as 
the Savior of your sins, 
then the prayer you 
ought to pray is not one 
of safety and blessing, 
but one of repentance

of your sins and belief 
in the Gospel that what 
Jesus Christ did on the 
cross He did for you. 

Are we at liberty to 
pray in public? Yes we 
are. Are we expected to 
pray publicly? Abso¬ 
lutely. Paul instructs in 
1 Thessalonians 5 that 
Christians are to “Rejoice 
always, pray without 
ceasing, give thanks in 
all circumstances; for 
this is the will of God 
in Christ Jesus for you.” 
No organization, such as 
the ACLU, nor any indi¬ 
vidual can dictate when 
and where we pray. 
Christians are a people 
of prayer. It is part and 
parcel of who we are. 

But we, as Christians, 
need to remember that 
the ACLU is not our 
enemy. Satan is our 
enemy, and if he can’t 


hinder our prayers, he 
can surely use the ACLU 
and others like them, 
to redirect our atten¬ 
tion and the purpose for 
prayer, and turn it into a 
political issue. Our battle 
is not against flesh and 
blood (Ephesians 6:12); it 
is a spiritual one. Don’t 
let the real enemy use 
the righteous cause of 
religious liberty to hin¬ 
der our prayers.

Then pray in faith. That 
will make all the differ¬ 
ence.

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Bearcats 
living up 
to preseason 
predictions 

W e’re four games into 
Anderson County’s 
2013 football season. 
There’s still a 
lot of football to 
be played - the 
Bearcats are hop¬ 
ing for 11 more 
games - but that is 
enough of a sample 
to see just how good 
Anderson really is 
and to if the pre¬ 
season hype was 
justified. 

Even though 
there have been 
some expected 
rough spots and a few stretches 
where the Bearcats appeared 
to relax or not concentrate as a 
championship team should, it 
says here that the headline on 
the front of our pre-season foot¬ 
ball issue four weeks ago was 
warranted. 

Destination: Bowling Green. 
The south-central Kentucky 
town is, of course, the site of 
the state championship game 
in early December. Anderson 
made it that far two years ago 
and has every intention of 
heading back. 

“We’ve got the pieces,” Ander¬ 
son coach Mark Peach said last 
Friday, moments after his team 
had shellacked a good Mercer 
County team 55-21. It was the 
type of performance that, after 
a double take through the game 
stats, should have fans and play¬ 
ers alike wondering just how 
good the Bearcats could be. 

The defensive effort Friday 
might have been the best at 
Anderson since Peach became 
coach in 2005. Given the quality 
of competition - Mercer is now 
3-2 against a solid schedule - it is 
hard to remember a night when 
the Bearcat defense was more 
dominating. 

A big key for the Bearcats 
lies up front, where the defen¬ 
sive line appears to wear oppo¬ 
nents down. The sextet of Tyler 
Puckett, Jarrod Cubert, Darius 
Harvey, Crockett Cosby, Fandon 
Searcy and Nathan McGregor 
see the bulk of playing time for 
the Bearcats up front and come 
in with an average weight of 
266 pounds. 

That is not the biggest line 
Anderson has had in recent 
years. The undefeated 2007 
team had four kids at or over 
300 pounds up front. 

Yet the current group pro¬ 
duces the same effect. Even at 
266, Anderson’s line is bigger 
than most. Add that several of 
those Bearcats are deceptively 
athletic and quite nimble, the 
task given to an opponent can’t 
be readily simulated in practice 
sessions. 

In the first four games, every 
single Anderson opponent has 
appeared to start wearing down 
either late in the first half or 
early in the second. 

Another key has been Ander¬ 
son’s production in the back- 
fieldwhere Sam Faytart, Chris 
Toomey and Ryan Martin have 
all shown, in different ways, 
flashes of being very good. Each 
brings a different skill set but 
all have been very effective so 
far. 

But so far, everything has 
been warmup. The most impor¬ 
tant game of the season so far 
will kick off Friday at Warford 
Stadium. Kickoff is set for 7:30 
p.m. 

It seems odd to refer to a 
game against a 2-2 team - you 
DO realize that being the des¬ 
ignated Homecoming foe is 
usually not much of a good will 
gesture, don’t you? - as the big¬ 
gest of the season so far, but it is 
true since Montgomery County 
will be Anderson’s first District 
6 opponent. 

“We are going to have to play 
that much better because it is 
a district game and these teams 
are going to be playing harder,” 
Anderson quarterback Zachary 
Carmichael said. 

Anderson has pretty much 
had its way with Montgomery 
in recent years, including last

Ashburn recovery 
sparks late explosion

It was so unexpected. So 
surprising. So game-chang¬ 
ing. 

Which, of course, made 
the turning point of Ander¬ 
son County’s 55-21 win over 
Mercer County last Friday 
seem so routine. 

Clinging to a precarious 
28-21 lead over their long¬ 
time rival, the Bearcats 
got the break they needed 
when Tristin Ashburn 
returned a fumble to the 
Mercer 4. One play later, 
Sam Faytart burst into the 
end zone to put the Bearcats 
up by two touchdowns with 
30 seconds left in the third 
quarter. 

Game, set and bragging 
rights to the Bearcats. 

“Does he not have a 
knack for that?” Anderson 
coach Mark Peach asked 
about Ashburn, who has 
returned two fumbles for 
touchdowns in his career. 

He had given the Bearcats 
the lead at Boyle County 
with a similar play the 
week before. 

“Tristin has an uncanny 
ability to just find the foot¬ 
ball on both sides of the 
ball,” Peach said. 

Mercer, which had domi¬ 
nated the third quarter, 
had stopped an otherwise 
impressive drive when they 
hit Laytart for a one-yard 
loss on fourth down at the 


Titan 16. 

But Mercer’s upset bid 
took a major blow on the 
play immediately preceding 
the key fumble. Braxton 
Bradshaw had gotten loose 
for a 17-yard pickup to the 
Mercer 44, but the Titans 
were flagged for holding. 

“Tristin made a great 
play. He is always making 
plays like that,” Anderson 
quarterback Zachary Carmi¬ 


chael said. 

“He has a way of doing 
that just about every game,” 
added Laytart. 

But while Ashburn’s 
play and Laytart’s score 
undoubtedly formed Mer¬ 
cer’s back-breaker, there 
could also be little doubt 
that the Bearcats ran their 
record to 3-2 with a team 
effort.

touchdown - “It was about 
daggone time,” the senior 
laughed - ignited an explo¬ 
sion that saw the Bearcats 
score 27 points in 6:15, turn¬ 
ing a close game into a rout. 
Anderson’s final point total 
was the most since scoring 
56 against Montgomery 
County in the 2011 state 
playoffs. 

Anderson had not scored 
more points against Mercer 
since the Bearcats ripped 
Mercer 67-6 in 1972. That 
Anderson team captured 
the program’s first district 
championship, a feat the 
current team has designs on 
repeating. 

The Anderson defense 
limited a previously explo¬ 
sive attack to 111 yards. 
According to statistics 
reported to the Kentucky 
High School Athletic Associ¬ 
ation, Mercer had averaged 
34 points and over 500 yards 
of offense through its first 
four outtings. 

“Our defense was out¬ 
standing,” Peach said. “We 
were able to eventually take 
control of the game because 
our defense was so consis¬ 
tent.

“Our coverage guys on the kick¬ 
off and punt were fantastic. Peavler 
scared me to death.

Peavler had returned two kicks for 
touchdowns in the Titans’ first four 
games.

make par and did not get 
frustrated when the putt 
lipped out.” 

Tyler Harrod appeared to 
be in trouble on several occa¬ 
sions, only to recover to shoot 
a 35 over the nine holes.

Coyote population expanding in Kentucky 




W hen I was growing 

up here in Anderson 
County the only 
coyote familiar to local folks 
was named Wile 
E. Coyote and he 
chased a roadrun- 
ner on Saturday 
morning cartoon 
television. 

Now, some 40 
years later, the 
coyote (Canis 
latrans) seems to 
have adapted its 
way from the Sat¬ 
urday morning 
cartoon hour to 
24/7 occupation

of pretty much everywhere 
east of the Mississippi River 
including all of Kentucky’s 
120 counties. It is not uncom¬ 
mon in the last several years 
here locally to see these wily 
varmints zipping across the 
highway (or laying slightly 
mashed in the road due to a 
timing issue). 

They are often seen hunt¬ 
ing in freshly mowed hay 
fields or near woodlots for 
their next meal. 

Coyotes are omnivorous, 
which means they feed on 
both plants and animals,

and are very opportunistic. 
This helps to make them 
that much more adaptable to 
many different habitats from 


the back woods to wood lots 
to lots near subdivisions. 

The coyotes are believed 
by researchers to have 
expanded their range into the 
Bluegrass State mostly from 
states to our north and south¬ 
west during the 1970’s. 

That seems about right as 
I remember it since it was in 
the early 1980’s that I killed 
my first coyote during the 
modern firearms season for 
deer at our Franklin County 
farm. 

It was a big male that 
weighed over 50 pounds. 

Back then we still had deer 
check-in stations where you 
physically had to transport 
your deer harvest and tag to 
be checked in and recorded 
by licensed retailers work¬ 
ing in conjunction with the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

I placed the big coyote on top 
of a load of firewood we had 
gathered in the back of Dad’s 
pickup truck before leaving 
deer camp and hauled it to 
Anderson County alongside 
my deer harvest. It was my 
first coyote and I was kind of 
proud of it. 

I soon realized how little 
the locals knew about coyotes 
and how few had ever seen 
one when some fella started 
pointing and telling everyone 
near him I had shot a German 
Shepherd. 

To that I say u you can’t fix 
stupid.” 

Researchers seem to think 
the coyotes eastward expan¬ 


sion is also attributed to fill¬ 
ing an ecological niche. This 
niche was left by the extirpa¬ 
tion of two native species in 
the southeast, the gray wolf 
and red wolf. 

I’m of the opinion, and 
some don’t agree, that coy¬ 
otes have an impact not only 
on small game populations 
(rabbits, etc.) but on turkey 
and deer populations. Coy¬ 
otes prey on deer fawns in 
the spring as well as young 
turkeys (some even before 
hatching you would think) 
due to ground nesting. Farm¬ 
ers also know that newborn 
calves and lambs as well as 
chickens are also favorites to 
hungry coyotes. 

Rural homeowners might 
also wonder why their pet cat 
just up and disappeared. 

Well, keep your eyes open, 
because ole Fluffy may very 
well have become or could 
be supper for a local coyote. 
House cats seem to be a favor¬ 
ite on the coyote menu. 

The state of Kentucky and 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
has recently taken measures 
to help combat the growing 
population of coyotes in the 
state. 

Check with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources on the lat¬ 
est rules and regulations for 
hunting and trapping coyotes. 

For quite a while now the 
hunting has been allowed 
year round with no bag limit 
during daylight hours only. 


This past spring the powers 
that be made some changes 
regarding night time hunt¬ 
ing so definitely check with 
the Department before going 
afield as the regulations may 
be a little tricky depending 
on the time of year you’re 
hunting. 

Trapping for coyotes is 
scheduled to open at noon 
on Monday, Nov. 11 and runs 
through Friday, Feb. 28,2014. 

I’ve been able to eliminate 
several coyotes over the years 
at our Franklin County farm 
as well as my place here in 
Anderson County. I have 
recently encountered a very 
bold coyote that is next on my 
list. I’ve seen him twice in the 
middle of the afternoon and 
once right off my back deck. 
Seeing him has been a little 
surprising since coyotes are 
mostly nocturnal and are not 
seen often in the middle of 
the day for the most part. He 
looks like he might be about 
to develop lead poisoning if 
you know what I mean. 


October seasons 

October is the true begin¬ 
ning of fall and the start of 
several seasons many hunters 
in Kentucky set their annual 
clocks by including me. 

Although archery season 
for deer and turkey opened 
in early September, the first 
phase of crossbow season 
opens Tuesday, Oct. 1 and runs 
through Sunday, Oct. 20 

Raccoon hunting season 
opens Oct. 1 and runs through 
the end of February 2014. 

Youth gun season for deer 
is scheduled for the weekend 
of Saturday, Oct. 13 and Sun¬ 
day, Oct. 13. 

Early muzzleloader season 
is slated for the following 
weekend, Oct. 19-20. 

Last but not least, and one 
of my favorites, is the fall 
shotgun season for turkey. 
This first of two segments 
runs from Saturday, Oct. 26 
through Friday, Nov. 1.

Smallmouth bass love early fall

If you are a river or stream 
angler, this past spring and 
summer has filled your belly 
with enough frustration to 
pull your hair out by the 
handful. 

Mother Nature greeted 
every stream fishing trip you 
planned for the upcoming 
weekend by rudely parking 
a heavy thunderstorm in the 
headwaters of the intended 
stream two days before the 
trip. A torrent of glutinous, 
rust colored water followed 
the monsoon, looking like the 
stream flowed from the bot¬ 
tom of a hog pen. Instead of 
fun fishing, it became time to 
mow the yard instead. 

The recent dry spell means 
streams are finally low and 
clear. The smallmouth bass 
that live in them are hungry. 

“It is the ideal situation 
right now on our Kentucky 
streams,” said David Baker, 
stream biologist for the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“Streams are at their prime 
now. On lakes, the water is hot 
and the fish lethargic. Stream 
smallmouths are feeding like 
crazy.” 

The low and clear water 
puts smallmouth bass at an 
advantage over their prey, 
which they exploit with 
abandon. “There are more sta¬ 
ble flows now in our streams,” 
said Jeff Ross, assistant direc¬ 
tor of fisheries for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “The bait- 
fish and smallmouth bass 
are in closer proximity. Thev 


are feeding up now with the 
shorter days to prepare for 
winter.” 

During a recent trip to a 
central Kentucky stream, 
Baker caught over 20 small¬ 
mouth bass longer than 12 
inches. It takes about five 
years for a stream small¬ 
mouth bass to reach a foot in 
length. 

“This time of year, small¬ 
mouths are schooled up,” 
Baker said. “If you catch one, 
spend some time in that spot. 
The low water concentrates 
the smallmouths and you can 
catch several from the same 
pool.” 

Topwater lures draw 
incredibly savage strikes 
from stream smallmouths in 
September. The banana or 
cigar-shaped 3- to 4-inch long 
topwater lures worked with 
the “walk the dog” retrieve 
are deadly right now. Fish 
these lures across flowing 
shoals, beside undercut banks 
and in the tailout water 
above and below riffles. 

“Don’t spend too much 
time fishing soft-plastic lures 
really slow right now,” Baker 
said. He prefers searching 
for smallmouth schools by 
throwing lures that cover 
water such as 1/8-ounce 
white and silver spinnerbaits, 
floating/diving minnow¬ 
shaped jerkbaits in shad 
colors and smaller minnow¬ 
shaped crankbaits. 

“The flat bedrock areas 
are holding fish,” Baker said. 
“I don’t usually fish flat, bor¬ 
ing bedrock, but crayfish 
and minnows are holding on 


them right now.” 

He said the minnows he’s 
witnessed in streams are 
roughly three to four inches 
long. Lures should match that 
size. 

Stealth is important since 
streams are flowing at their 
lowest level since last winter. 
“The fish can see you com¬ 
ing,” Baker said. “Make long 
casts and stay off the areas 
you plan to fish.” 

Under-utilized smallmouth 
streams course all across 
Kentucky. If a local flow has 
water at least waist deep and 
a rocky bottom along with 
pools and riffles, it likely 
holds smallmouth bass. 

The Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife website at fw.ky.gov 
has two excellent resources 
for Kentucky anglers to 
locate and learn more about 
the smallmouth fishing 
streams in their area. Click on 
the “Fishing and Boating” tab, 
then on the “Where to Fish” 
tab and then on the print¬ 
able “Kentucky Smallmouth 
Streams” brochure. 

You may also click on the 
Blue Water Trails tab on the 
same screen and locate two 
dozen streams profiled that 
provide public access points, 
floating mileages, printable 
maps and fishing informa¬ 
tion. Many of the streams 
featured in the series contain 
good smallmouth bass popu¬ 
lations. 

The great stream small¬ 
mouth fishing continues well 
into fall. Once water tempera¬ 
tures fall below 50 degrees, 
usually by mid-November, 


the fishing slows drastically. 

There is long way to go 
before now and then. Get out 


in the next few weeks and 
enjoy the best stream small¬ 
mouth fishing of the year.
